PECULIAR CAUSE FOR A FIRE 


ALARM. 


Will Scofirid Pushed the Pipe Through 
The Partition and Thought it Was 
All Right, But the Smoka Simply 
Passed 
Ioto the 
Garret—Loss 
Light. 


Tho weather man was responsible 
for an alarm of fire at 8 o’clcck this 
morning, but if the cold snap had not 
come Mr. and M.s. Will Scofield wonlr 
probably not have learned about the 
“ blind chimney ’ rn their residence un­ 
til the roof caught fire. 
That tee 
house has not 
burned or wrecked 
by an explosion of hot air before this, 
is a wonder. 
Mr. and Mrs. Scofield lire at 107 
North B uff street. 
They had a new 
caimney built some time ago and used 
a small woad stove to heat an upstairs 
room. 
A partition stood close to the 
chimney, and in the partition was a 
“ stove-pipe hole.” 
Accordiogly they pushed the pipe 
from toe stove through tho hole and 
supposed, of course, that they had 
made connection with the chimney. 
But they had cot. 
The man who laid tho brick neglect­ 
ed to loa7e an opening at that point, 
and the 6tove pipe simply projected 
-u t into the garret. 
A hot fire was kindled in tho stove 
this morning, and a few 
minutes 
later, neighbors saw smoke cerning 
cut between th .* shingles on the roof. 
H ad N arrow E scap e. 
It looked ae if the whole building 
was afire, and an alarm was quickly 
turned in. 
When the department ar­ 
rived, white smoko was issuing from 
all the crevices in the roof, and Chief 
Spencer thought he had a lively blaze 
to flgrht. 
A ladder was quickly raised 
a n i a hole chopped in the roof. 
Vol­ 
umes of smoke poured out, but no fire 
could ba seen. 
An investigation was 
made, and it was found that there was 
no opening in the chimney for the 
pipe. 
Ever since the stove had been 
6et up, toe garret had been getting 
the 
benefit of 
the 
6mokd, and 
that it had been a hot place was dem­ 
onstrated. 
The 
rafters 
and 
roof 
boards were charred and blackened 
by the heat and smoke. 
That the 
building had not caught fire was al­ 
most beyond belief, the firemen said* 
and that an explosion of hot air had 
not occurred before the smoke could 
force itself out between the shingles, 
was equally strange. 
The damage to the building was 
confined to the hole in the roof and a 
five dollar bill will pay for all neces­ 
sary repairs.

YEARS GF SUFFERING RAS A SHOCK
